REPORT ON CARBON 
“BLACK HAZARD 


Following a request 
from Altona Council, the 
Medical Officer of Health, 
Dr John Leyden, presen- 
ted the following report 
to council— : 

“In making this report I 
would like to point out that 
no figures are yet available on 
the actual degree of contami. 
nation in the atmosphere sur. 
rounding the Australian Car- 
bon Black factory. It will 
therefore be necessary to 
await the installation of suit- 
able detection apparatus in 
the area in order to establish: 
(a) the degree of contamina- 

tion; and 
(b) the period over which the 
contamination is present. 

“However, it would be rea- 
sonable to assume that the 
Australian Carbon Black em- 
Ployee is exposed to a concen- 
tration of carbon black enor- 
mously in excess to any con. 
tamination in surrounding 
areas. x 

“It will be remembered that 
exhaustive inquiries were made 
froma the Industrial Hygiene 
Department and overseas 
health organisations at the 
time Australian Carbon Black 
was established in Altona. The 
Tesult of these investigations 
indicated that the carbon 
black worker is not exposed 
to any health hazard peculiar 
to the industry: In particular 
there is no increased risk 
whatever of cancer. ‘These 
findings have been confirmed 
by close medical observation 
of workers in the Altona 
plant by myself over the past 
seven years. : 

“It is therefore my opinion 
that no health hazard other 
than the usual problems as- 
sociated with industrial areas 
generally apply in those parts 
of Altona adjacent to the Aus- 
tralian Carbon Black plant. 

“A further report will be

ROAD SAFETY 
LECTURES 





In March, 1856, for the first 
time in history, man, through 
the Trade Union movement, 
won for himself the right to 
work only eight hours per 
day so that he could devote 
the remaining 16 hours to 
any other pursuit that inter- 
ested him, This milestone in 
human affairs was gained. in 
Melbourne by the Building 
Industry. The stone masons 
were actually the first to be- 
gin the agitation which finally 
Jed to the eight hour day for 
the whole building industry. 


Unhappily the tide turned 
in the following years and it 
was found almost impossible 
to acheive any results without 
actual political representation 
in parliament. Thus was born 
the political wing of the Labor 
movement, the Australian 
Labor Party, this occured in 
the 1890's. One of the main 
figures m the agitation was‘ 
Sir Henry Parkes, who was 
later to become known as the 
A Ea A EE sai of Federation.” Parkes 
was 2 well-known figure in an 
organisation known as the 
“Chartists’ and as such he 
was considered an unfit person 
to live in Britain, consequently 
and fortunately for us he was 
sent to Australja. The policies 
of the Chartists were enough 
for the authorities of those 
days, to imprison, deport and 
to even hang and shoot the 
leaders wherever and when- 
ever they were caught. ‘The 
Charter they wanted to im- 
plement contained the follow. 
ing six demands—. 


1.——Universal adult manhood. 
suffrage; 


2.—Secret’ ballot; A: 
3.—Equal Electoral Districts; 


4—Abolition of 
qualifications;

THE HOUSE FLY 


Even more care shouid be 
taken in controlling the house 
fly tor. the remaining summer 
months in viewsof the current 
epidemic of gastro-enreritis, 
Dr.Kenneth Brennan, the Fly 
Control ‘Officer for the Health, 
Commission warned today, 


Dr. Brennan said gastro- 
enteritis was spread from one 
infected person to another: but 
the house fly was also a car- 
ier of the infection. 


He said that reports from 
the 23 councils participating 
in this year’s Anti-Fly Cam- 
Paign indicated that the level 
of the house fly was -down on 
previous years. 


“However, if: there is a spell 
of hot weather after this. rain, 
the breeding process of the 
house fly could build. up rapid- 
ly” he said. 


He said that since the level 
of house flies was down this 
was probably not the reason for 
the current epidemic of gastro- 
enteritis. However, if the battle 
to control the breeding grounds 
of the house fly was not con- 
tinued by the Councils and 
individual members of the com- 
munity the house fly could 
become a factor in the epidemic. 


Or Brennan‘s warning follows 
on announcement yesteday that 
ins the past two months 
gastro-enteritis has reached an 
apidemic level in Melbourne, 


Dr J. A: Forbes; the medical 
superintendent of Fairfield In- 
fectious Diseases Hospital, said 
yesterday that there were 182 
patients with the disease, in the 
hospital. The majority of the 
patients had been babies and 
young children.
